HE spring of 1870 
saw me one of • 
community of 
“■q uatt era” in 
Southeastern Kan 
**"• The land on 
which we hail act 
tied without au¬ 
thority belonged to 
tho Osage Indians, 
bat wa* about to 
pass into the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment, to be opened up for netllrment 
under the pre emption law*. We es¬ 
tablished a postoffice and trading 
place, giving it the name of Osage 
-£rtv. 

There bad been a* yet no official 
survey of the land, and wo squatted 
a good deal by goes* a* to location. 
Being beyond regularly constituted 
anthoptie*, and without State courts 
or laps of local application,we banded 
together for mutual protection against 
both Indian marauder* and white in¬ 
truders. 

Wa formed the “Osage City Club,” 
elected a “dab" sheriff sod judge, 
passed such laws as we considered 
needful for ordei and the protection of 
each member s rights, and pledged 
ourselves to stead by these regulations 
to the death, if u«»*d be. As tho first 
settlers, wo believed that we had tho 
be»t right to tho country, and looked 
with disfavor on now comers. 

Ooa of our number was Jerry 
Haunders—“Old Jerry” wo called him 
—a rough greybeard of fifty or more 
years, whose family consisted of him 
self, wife, four sous and a daughter. 
The yonugest son, George, was nearly 
seventeen, and a* the “Club” law al¬ 
lowed a father to bold a hundred and 
sixty acres of land for each son over 
sixteen year* of age, besides the same 
amount for himself, Old Jerry and his 
boys were “holding dowu" five claims 

The boys, however, lived with their 
father, and paid only occasion#! visits 
to their claims, after making such 
trifling improvements as wererequtred 
by the “Clnb” laws.

rmninv* in gold and coal, whieh ia 
aura to occur after the war i* over, 
may make him one of the richest 
king* in th* world. 

I had an audience with him »ix years 
ar*. and I met him in one of his 
palaces in Seonl just before the 
outbreak of the present rebellion. 
• rites Frank G. Carpenter He 
received me with iba highest of 
honor*, and I am, I believe, tha only 
strictly private ArodPbaTi who baa 
ever gone through the imperial door 
of *hi- great gate which leads into hi* 
palace city. 

’The kiug’e palaces cover nearly qu* 
thousand softs. They lie at tho* foot 
of a ragged gra? mountain, and a thick 
wall of atone a* high aa .a two-atory 
house runs around them. This wall ia 
entered by a half dozen great gates, 
at which, day and night, soldiers are 
stationed to see that only tho proper 
jieople go in Each gate has its own 
rank, and there aro special entrances 
for servants and low nobles. The gruat 
central gate la reserved for the highest. 
It has three doors, and the middle of 
them is kept for royally alone, ami 
only kings and princes are supposed 
to go through it. I see that the pa¬

He bad 
about his waist a hoop of what 
seemed to bo shell or horn, studded 
with precious stones, and ho was ac 
I companied by servants, who held up 
hia arms and sort of lifted him aloug 
the way.

At one time while 
hunting pinnated grouse in Raetcrn 
Iowa early iu August my dog, which 
waa au excellent one, came to a stand, 
point at the edge of a slough. 1 sup¬ 
posed he had found a covey of piu- 
uated grouse. On being urged on be 
pounced upon e young mallard dock 
and then he sucreaaivelr brought me 
six or eight which wero two-thirds 
grown. 

Mallards do notvary much in size; 
the male* are larger and handsomer 


mallards select the still water in pref¬ 
erence to the rough. Tba decoys 
should therefore be placed ao that the 
mallards will approach them coming 
up wind, for they fly much lower then 
and are lc«a suspicion* than when fly 
mg with the wind. If they come down 
wind they aro harder to decoy, for 
they wjll then make a detour before 
alighting, and as they circle around 
they arc suspicions aod their sharp 
eyes will observe the slightest move¬ 
ment of the wild fowler The more 
decoys ueed tho better, for numliers 
seem to dispel all doubt.
